One ot the llccent JJerclopHienH of 


the Trolley Idea. 


One development of the trolley-ear 


idea is likely to be shown ere long in 
the somewhat general fashion of own- 
ing .private cars. At present a few, 
though, an increasing number, of rich 
mien own private railway cars. The 
expense is enormous, all thing's con- 
sidered. But n moderate expenditure 
•will suffice in the case of the trolley, 
says the Boston Advertiser. 


Only, in a little while, street cars 


will no longer be propelled'by means of 
trolley attachments, but their motive 
power will be applied from an inside 
third rail, or by means of n storage bat- 
tery, or, possibly, there -will be some 
method invented of which as yet the 
ipublic 'Was not even a hint. 


Atij-how, the ra.p'id extension ol the 


electrically propelled1 street car sys- 
tem, .not onlj" throughout all cities and 
considerable villages, but into the sub- 
urbs and far away info the country, so 
that in a long time, where population is 
even moderately dense, t nere will be an 
electrical car line, close to every man's 
front door, will supply the conditions 
necessary for a vast •nvultiplication of 
the number of private cars. 


Underground City. 


In Galicia, in Austrian Poland, there 


is a remarkable undergroundcity which 
bears out this description, as it has a 
population of over 1,000 men, \vomeh 
and children, scores of whom havenever 
seen, tho light of day. It is known as 
the City of the Salt Mines, and is situ- 
ated several hundred feet below the 
earth's surface. It has its town hall, 
theater and asembly room, as well as a 
beautiful 
church, ' decorated 
with 


statues, all being fashioned from the 
pure crystallized salt rock. It has v?ell- 
jraded streets and spacious squares, 
ighted with electricity. There are 
numerous instances in this under- 
ground city whore not a single individ- 
ual in three or four successive genera- 
tions -has ever seen the sun, or has any 
idea of how people live in the light of 
day.

produced eonld be put in a cube of 
twenty-two feet and that a cube sixteen 
times as large would contain all the 
silver taken out of the mines of the 
•world. It requires on an average about 
sixteen times as much labor to pro- 
duce an ounce of gold as it does to 
produce an ounce of silver and it is 
estimated that every ounce of gold pro- 
duced in California cost $18 and that 
every ounce of silver produced in Ne-

Notwithstanding 
the indisputable 


fact that there is not gold enough to 
pay the interest, much less the prin- 
cipal, of the world's indebtedness the 
great bankers and money lenders of 
the world have conspired to inoreabe 
tbe purchasing power of gold by de- 
monetizing silver, thus reducing the 
volume of primary money, or money 
of ultimate redemption, one-half. This 
was not for tbe benefit of the people, 
nor WHS it intended for that purpose. 
The object was to make money scarce 
and dear and this it has accomplished, 


for, 
as Mr. McKinley said in the House 


of Representatives before be mort- 
gaged himself to the gold gamblers, 
"men are poorest when everytbiug is 
lowest and cheapest measured by gold, 
for everything is highest and dearest 
measured by labor." 
Why the people, 


who are the sufferers, should submit to 
the demonetization of silver, thus re- 
ducing the value of labor and of al- 
most everything but gold from 30 to 50 
percent, when they can remedy the 
evil at ttce ballot box, can oiily be ac- 
counted for on the Baruum hypothesis 
that, they like to be humbugged and 
are willing to pay handsomely for 
having it done effectively.

For the first time in the history o: 


man the celebrated Mesa has been 
mounted. The honor belongs to Prof 
William Libbey, of Princeton universi 
ty, New Jersey, and the fact has been 
scientifically established that the sum 
mit is uninhabited, and, as far as the 
party could discover, has ever been. 
There were absolutely no traces of ani- 
mal life. 
It may be tha* new specimens of flora 


have been found that existed in the 
prehistoric world, hut sufficient exam- 
ination has not yet been made to de- 
termine this fact. The Mesa Encan- 
tada is said to be the only spot on the 
face of the globe where the flowers of 
the period of long ago can exist without 
the contamination and war of plant life 
with the world of the present day. 


Prof. Libbey succeeded in making his 


much-talked-of ascent of the encantada 
a few days ago. Tbe trip to the summit 
was fraught with great perils, and the 
result is of little value from an arch- 
aeological standpoint. 


The party consisted of Prof. Libbey, 


H. L. Bridgeman, of Brooklyn, and the 
correspondent of the Times-Herald. 
Every preparation had been made for 
the ascent, there were great kites and 
Iballoons ready for use, but it was decid- 
ed to throw a line across the top of the 
Mesa with a gun, borrowed for the pur- 
pose from the United States life-saving 
service. 


The first shot, was too low. The sec- 


ond, 
carrying a steel wire, went over 


the summit, but took two days to draw 
the cord which was attached to a long- 
er rope over the rough, rocky surface 
of the spot described by Coronado in 
bis report to the king of Spain nearly 
tluec centuries ago as being the strong-

\Vhou the ropes were made fast a 
loci', was airanged, and a great chain 


ot boards, 20 feet across, was fastened 
tn it. A huge rock was sent to the sum- 
mit without tipping, and then Prof. 
l.ibbey made the ascent. It was dan- 
gerous, exceedingly so. As the pro- 
fessor came close to the summit he had 
to hang on by one hand, while with the 
other, he disengaged the ropes of the 
jhair, which had caught in the rough 
rocks. The remainder of the party then 
made the ascent, and were assisted on 
.he surface by the professor. 


Next a great difficulty presented it- 


:elf in the form of a gaping chasm. This 


! o i 11* p rones, and thp ten 


acres of the surface of the rock were ex- 
plored by the daring scientists. 


They spent the entire day there, 


searching for the evidences of the vil- 
lage, said to have existed 500 years ago, 
but there was nothing to indicate that 
it ever had existed in reality. There 
were monuments of rock, such as the 
Indians huilt in the ages that have 
gone by, but that was all. 


There were some pools of water that 


had callected, but whether they were 
worn by the action of small particles 
of rock carried by the winds or whether 
they were in reality constructed Iby the 
Acoma Indians in the centuries that 
have gone down into the silence of the 
past is not known. 


Search was made for the bones of the 


human beings whom the legend of the 
iaunted rock describes as having been 
starved to death there, but they were 
not found. 
It is assumed by botanists that this

distant past, and that the flora is th 
same to-day as it was in those days 
when the world was young and of whicl 
history has no account. Specimens 
such as there were, were collected, but 
whether they belong to this day and 
age or to the. realms of the prehistoric 
world is not known. 
This rock, enchanted or haunted, as it 


has been called by the Acoma Indians, 
has been the center of scientific inter- 
est for years. Numerous attempts have 
been made to mount it, only to be 
doomed to failure. 


The legend of the Indians is that the 


summit of the rock was once reached 
by a natural ladder in a pillar. On this 
place the old and decrepit were kept to 
shield them from the attacks of hostile 
foes, while the men were in the valley 
ot work. Once a great torrential rain 
came, like a cloudburst, and ate away 
the sandy foundations of the pillar, 
which fell, and the inhabitants on the 
rock, several hundred in number, 
starved to death. 


It has even been asserted that the 


place was inhabited, and the ascent by 
the Libbey party was made to set at 
rest the rumors and determine once and 
for all whether or not the stories as 
told were true.—Chicago Times-Herald. 


Anyone who has ever picked up with 


a bare hand a piece of intensely cold 
iron knows that the touch burns al- 
most as badly as if the metal were red- 
hot. Indeed, the action of great heat 
and extreme cold are so similar that a 
Hungarian chemist lias turned the lat- 
ter to account to prepare meats for 
food. He subjects the meat to CO de- 
grees of frost, and then seals it up in 
air-tight tin cans. The result is that 
the meat, which is practically "cooked 
\>y cold," will keep any time, and can 
be eaten with very little further prep- 
aration—Cincinnati Emrnirpr.

The Indians of Alaska may be class- 


ified for the purpose of this article into 
the Indians of the settlement, the In- 
dian of the interior and the Indian of 
tbe far north. Tbe former are half-civ- 
ilized, half-christianized, the outcome 
of much labor and perseverance on the 
part of missionaries and the influence 
of an indolent life about towns and 
trading posts. 
The Indian of tbe in- 


terior is an essentially different creat- 
ure, a product of Alaska's own compo- 
sition. He resembles the Indian of 
our American States in one way and 
then again there is such a diversity as 
to cause one to wonder at making the 
comparison. Wo might cali him a 
cross between hia sea-coast brother 
and his confrere of the Arctic Circle, 
the regulation Esquimaux. 
He is a 


good natured fellow when you know 
him well but on first acquaintance is 
apt to appear sullen and surly, aa 
though he were impugning your right to 
the pleasures and pains of this work-a- 
world. A small gift of some bright 
material, a kind word, or some little 
attention or flattery and be is at your 
feet ready to do your slightest bidding. 
The outward appearance of these men 
of the North is, to say tbe least, hid- 
eous. Nature endowed them with a 
short, stocky head and neck, promi- 
nent cheek bones, protruding lips, 
large mouth and small, glittering, 
vindicative eyes, but, through the per- 
severance and industry of native artiste, 
their faces have become so seared and 
seamed with tattoc-marks 
and bone 


ornaments, that they resemble the hor- 
rible and 
demoniacal wooden war 


masks more than the faces of human 
beings. 
The Alaska Indians, men, 


women and children are addicted to 
tattooing and, to the Indian mind, 
these marks of beauty together with a 
certain corpulence and breadth of 
beam are the moat positive indications 
of refinement and culture. Then, too, 
they have a custom of piercing the lips 
and cheeks and ioserting bone and 
ivory ornaments, called the "To-took," 
in tbe holes, giving, at first sight, the 
impression that the teeth are protrud- 
ing through the flesh. 


As a rule both men and women are 


active and industrious. The former 
are great huntsmen and persevering 
fishermen and spend much of their 
time in those occupations. The women, 
when they are not tanning hides or 
sewing on fur clothes, spend their time 
in weaving baskets and mats. Some 
of the work done by these native bas- 
ket weavers is really wonderful, the 
patterns being quite intricate and the 
coloring of the grasses so delicate as 
to make them highly prized by tour- 
ists and curio seekers. The men are 
addicted to tbe use of tobacco and are 
inveterate smokers, but the manner in 
which they indulge themselves is 
really worthy of mention. Instead of 
puffing in smoko and then exhaling it, 
these venerable gentlemen are accus- 
tomed to "swallow it whole," so to 
speak, and in consequence six or seven 
pnffa so befuddles their senses aa to 
throw them into a maudlin state of in- 
toxication. 


It is, however, when we come to the 


Indiana who frequent the settlements, 
the savage with a veneer of civilization, 
that our interest is more excited. He 
is a peculiar conglomeration of native 
indifference, filth and cunning, com- 
bined with a frankness and intelligence 
gained by constant association with 
the whites. Town life has turned his 
instinctive tendency toward laziness 
into a passion and engendered In him 
an inordinate desire for whisky, or, aa 
he calls it, "flre water," or any thing 
else that will burn or tickle his native 
palate. All the teachings and perse- 
verance of local missionaries have been 
ineffectual in eradicating this intense 
desire for spirituous liquors and the 
Indians themselves are extremely frank 
in confessing their failing, I remem 
her the case of a distinguished divine 
who waa travelling in our party, and a 
conversation he had one evening on the 
wharf at Juneau with one of our dusky 
friends. After vainly endeavoring t< 
start a conversation ha at last essayed 
the remark, "Are yon a Christian In 
dian. "The native seemed quite hurt a 
such a question and folding his blanke 
disdainfully around him said with 
growl, "Humph, naw, me whisky In 
jun." 


The Indians, though not possesse 


with an over abundance of wit an 
humor, have a faculty of expressin 
themtelves in odd moments in way 
which are peculiarly apt and nniqn 
One enterprising fellow had the anda( 
ity to climb into the engine room o 
the steamer and was found there late 
on looking distractedly about, by th 


Chief Engineer'. On being 'asked what 
bethought of the place, remarked, "Too 
muchum wheel, maknm too muuhum 
think." Aa a rule, however, whatever 
[ihrewduess they possess is consumed 
in laying traps for the unassuming and 
inoffensive tourist. They throng the 
wharvea offering all sorts of ildiculons 
and outrageous articles for sale and 
when the price is asked it is ncn>r loss 
than, "ditkum dollar," fifty cent?. It 
costs the poor traveler "Silkuin dollar" 
almost ever} time he tums n round 
Some of the trinkets offered for sale 
are eagerly sought for by curio seekeis, 
especially the gold and silver oruu- 
ments. The native gold-euiitlis have 
quite a genius for carving and their 
work is often worth the price paid for 
it. Their best work is done on the far 
famed totem poles. These poles ure 
made by removing tbe bark from a 
good sized fir tree and carving faces 
and figures upon the wood. A totem 
pole tells the history of an entiie 
family. It is, in truth, a family Bible 
in which all the important events, tbe 
successes and victories, are depicted in 
the signs and symbols carved in the 
wood. As one might imagine, they are 
quite expensive and only the "quality 
and big Indians" are allowed to sport 
them in front of their dwelling house?, 
for they are emblems of opulence and 
power. 
There is one thing more without which 
no account of the Alaska Indian can 
be complete and that is a description of 
the semi-periodical fandango or war 
dance. This function which begins in 
a moat eolemu and ceremnitms man- 
ner and ends in a perfect pandemonium 
of dancing, bowling and shouting. To 
start the ball a rolling a feast is spiead 
that is, tbe largejwooden troughs, used 
in lieu of China dishes are heaped with 
fish and other promiscuous foods, and 
then the entire company falls to with 
fingers and hora spoons til) the troughs 
are licked clean. Then the fun com- 
mences. 
The younger men have be- 


decked themselves in all manner of 
grotesque costumes. 
Naked to the 


waist and glistening with oil, some are 
clothed in furs of the bear, others in 
that of the walrus and seHl.while a few, 
covered from head to foot with the 
down of the eider duulr, wear enor- 
mous, hideous masks of wood, painted 
in such loud and glaring colors as the 
morbid fancy of the wearer may sug- 
guegt. 
At a signal the drums are 


started aud the dance begins, and from 
this moment on the scene defies des- 
cription in any civilized tongue, a 
howling, moving, squirming conglom- 
eration of arms feet und legs.

France a society known as the "Club 
dxi Chien <le Bcrger Francais," which 
is devoted to the improvement of the 
breed of shepherd dogs in that coun- 


It is. seconded in its efforts by the 


ministry of agriculture, and its work 
has been of such anature that bhepherds 
and drovers take more than a little 
pride in possessing membership in it. 


The dogs used in France for guarding 


and driving flocks and droves differ 
considerably from the Scotch collie. 
Two of the principal breeds cultivated 
there are known as the dogs of Beauce 
and of Brie, the country of the fragrant 
'•fromage." 


The dogs of Beauce have a rough 


coat, sharp nose, erect, pointed ears, 
and something of a wolfish appear- 
ance. Those of Brie have long, shaggy 
hair which conceals their eyes and to 
a great extent the form of their limbs. 


As both these localities are at no 


great distance from and on opposite 
sides of Paris Che greatest rivalry ex- 
ists between them. 
The club held its first competition last 


year in the neighborhood of Chartres 
and the second was held just a. month 
ago at Angervillc, a village in the de- 
partment of Seine et Disc, on the plains 
of Beauce, where shepherd dogs ore 
numerous and which are easy of ac- 
cess to the drovers of the stock yards 
of La Villette in the northern suburbs 
of Paris. 


In judging the dogs'entered in compe- 


tition their points of beauty and the 
purity of breed are first considered 
and then follows %the most interseting 
part of the competition, the conducting 
of a flock of sheep over a prepared 
coxirse by each dog entered. This con- 
tent is described by a writer ior L'll- 
lustration: 


"At half-past 12 the procession starts 


Irom the town hall of Angerville for 
the proving ground, two mounted gen 
darmes opening the line of march, fol 
lowed by the Opheonic society'' (the 
name with which brass bands dignif J 
themselves in French villages). ''Then 
follow the spectators and the com 
petitors, conducted by their masters. 


''The route over which the sheep 


should pass> with ant deviation is tracec 
on the plain by two furrows turned by 
a plow, and marked from place to place 
by small stakes floating tricolored pen 
nants. 


"In the park at the commencemeir 


of the course is a large drove of sheep 
which are to play their humble role in 
the spectacle. 


"Each shepherd is required to drive 


a group of 15 sheep over the course 
which has been made difficult by bar 
ricrs, ditches and hedges, and it is th 
duty oE the dog to see that none of them 
wanders from the flock. 


'•The troop should pass over all oh 


stacles, climb the hillocks, descend inti 
ditches and pass between the hedge 
which form a choked passage in a com 
pact band from which no sheep should 
be allowed to separate itself. 


"Amusing incidents are not lacking. 


Of the 32 dogs entered few succeed in 
conducting their 15 sheep safely to the 
goal. "Wild chases over the plain and 
between the feet of the spectators are 
frequent. 
More than one of the shep- 


herds, exasperated by the stubborn- 
ness of the sheep before the obstacles, 
seizes the leader by the tuft of wool 
at the nape of the neck known as the 
'chignon' and drags him through the 
difficult passages, thus inducing the 
remainder of the stupid band to-'follow 
like sheep.' 


"The best dogs are those who do not 


become nervous or excited, but byrtheir 
calmness and by taking their time pre- 
vent the scattering of the flock. 


"A good shepherd dog should not nip 


the hind legs of a sheep, as a ciatfrom 
his sharp teeth may spoil iha shank, 
which furnishes the most salable cut 
of mutton, but should seize the animal 
by the 'chignon.' " 


After the trials of driving,'the sheep 


are placed in hurdles, and a, competi- 
tion of placing and separating into lots 
is held, and the day is terminated in a. 
fete in the village with illuminations, 
merry-go-rounds, daiujing, and 
like
